~Until Roosevelt cried “enough” wher, 
it seemed that the pen-and-ink war 
would continue right up to election day, 
whether the public liked it or not. 

Secretary Loeb today made the state- 
ment that President Roosevelt had un- 
der consideration at present, a speaking 
tour for the Republican candidat« for 
the presidency.

MUSCATINE, Io., Sept. 3.—William 
J. Bryan today received an ovation here 
as the train bearing him from Rock 
Island came in. He was greeted by the 
tooting of whistles, the waving of hand- 
kerchiefs and hands from factory win- 
dows, as well as a salute fired by the 
Muscatine Battery, composed of veter- 
ans of the Civil War. 

In a brief address Bryan scored the 
Republicans for admitting the exist- 
ence of great abuses and not correcting 
them. They had ignored the laboring 
man, he said; they had kept up a high 
protective tariff, had failed to prose- 
cute to any extent the trusts, and were 
afraid of publicity of campaign contri- 
butions before election in order to 
shield those who had been burying legis- 
lation by furnishing money to elect men 
to office.

Detre said: “My method consists in the 
inoculation of the patient’s arm at three 
different: points at the.same time—first 
with Koch tuberculin: second with a 
filtrate of a@ broth “culture of .human 
bacillus; third with a filtrate of a broth 
culture of bovine bacillus. 

“Within 24 hours, or a little more, the 
results of the three actions can be 
noted. There can be. read _ instantly 
which type of bacilli caused. the reac- 
tion; whether the tnfection is an awak~ 
ened dormant one, or a recent contrac- 
tlon; or whether “the human orgahism 
can resist the attack--in short, all the 
biological’ properties : of the infected 
organism."

Both Hail From Pittsburg, but 
Are of Entirely Distinct 


Types. 





LEASED 10,000 ACRES 


Men Seeking Local Franchise 
Assert They Can Draw On 
Other Producing Property. 





Two interesting and dissimilar per- 

sonalities loom large in the struggle for 
natural-gas franchises in St. Louis. 
Both are from Pittsburg, Pa., but they 
are types of men entirely unlike and 
yet both products of the time and the 
time’s business methods. They are Dal- 
‘Jas Byers and Theodore N. Barnsdall. 
. The first named is a conservative. The 
latter is a man who does things, often 
with whirlwind force. Both have ac- 
complished that which is out of the or- 
dinary in the business world, but their 
methods have been different, and their 
temperaments are at variance. 

Byers is president of the A. M. Byers 
Co., a steel concern. His father, A. 
M. Byers, was one of the early Penn- 
sylvania steel men and amassed a for- 
tune in that business. The son has 
followed in the parental footsteps. He 
is known as a financier who weighs 
every proposition carefully and who 
never puts money up unless he feels 
that his venture is a safe one. 

Stands High in Pittsburg. R 

Socially he stands high in Pittsburg, 
is a clubman, a player of golf and well 
known personally in the city. He was 
interviewed the other day at the Pitts- 
burg Golf Club. He said: 

“We are trying to get a gas franchise 
in St. Louis. We have a proposition 
‘that will prove beneficial both to that 
city and to ourseives.”’ 

Theodore N. Barnsdalléis a type of 
financier who has a large number of 
irons in the fire, each one a big one 
and each heated by intense, qyick heat. 
He does things in a hurry. He dab- 
bles in, politics when necessary, and 
there is a story that he even induced 
President Roosevelt to reverse a de- 
cision of Ethan Allen Hitchcock, Sec- 
retary of the Interior, not to grant a 
franchise to the Prairie Oil and Gas 
Co. to do business and lay pipes in 
the then Territory of Oklahoma. Barns- 
dall’ was president of the petitioning 
company, 

This was the company whose pipe 
line caused Attorney General West of 
Oklahoma, after statehood was ac- 
quired, to bring a suit under the State 
license act, which suit was dismissed 
om order ‘of Gov. Haskell. That inci- 
dent figured prominently In the recent 
political letter writing upheaval and ex- 
posures. 

Deeply Interested in Gas, 

An associate of Mr. Barnsdall in the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Co. was R. M. 
Snyder of Kansas City, who was con- 
victed in the prosecutions conducted by 
Joseph Folk while Circuit Attorney of 
distributing boodle in connection with 
the procurement of traction franchises 
now held by the United Raltlways. 
Snyder was killed In an auto accident 
while his case was pending on appeal. 

This same man, Snyder, testified at 
a hearing before Secretary of the In- 
terior Hitchcock relative to the terri- 
tory franchise of the Prairie Gas Co., 
that the concern had planned to pipe 
natural gas to St. Louls and have the 
same supplied to customers “through the 
mains of the loca) distributing com- 
pany.” There is only one “local distrib- 
uting company,” the Laclede. 

It is not the Prairie Oj] and Gas Co. 
that now proposes to supply natural 
gas to St. Louis, but another of Barns- 
dall’s companies, the Kansas Natural 
Gas Co. It was Mr. Barnsdall's com- 
pany, however, which had had dealings 
with the local coal gas company, ac- 
cording to Snyder's testimoay. 

Has Influence With President. 

The story told relative to Barnsdall's 
part in the granting of the Prairie 
franchise in Oklahoma was that he per- 
sonally called the President's attention

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line to St. Louis, and enable the pro- 
moters to get into St. Louis with nat- 
ural gas much quicker than otherwise. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter was taken 
over the gas fields by William L. 
Moore, of the Nowata National Bank, 
an associate of Mr. Rodgers, Capt. W. 
L. Laney, also interested with Mr. 
Rodgers, and James Lawry, the field 
representative of G. T. Braden, of Pitts- 
burg. 

Mr. Lawry, who is in no way in- 
terested with Mr. Rodgers, but who is 
a gas man of many years experience, 
has drilled many of the wells in this 
district, and the estimate of the ca- 
pacity of the wells was made by him. 

Lying in the, Hogshooter district, the 
proven gas belt of Oklahoma, Mr. 
Rodgers and his associates have 10,000 
acres of leased lands. Two wells have 
been drilled on their own properties, 
and they have contracted with the Hen- 
ry Oil Co., of Chicago, for from 2,- 
000,000 to 200,000,000 cubic feet of gas a 
day. 

Capacity of Wells Esrormous, 

The two wells already drilled on the 
property were opened in the presence of 
a Post-Dispatch reporter by Mr. Lawry. 
These wells are known as the Noble 
The No- 
ble No. 1 is one of the largest producing 
wells in the entire district, having a 
capacity of 22,000,000 cubic feet a day. 
This well alone, within 24 hours, will 
produce enough gas, at the present rate’ 
of consumption, to supply St. Louis for 
two days. The Noble well, No. 2, has 
a capacity of 12,000,000 cubic feet every 
24 hours. 

When Noble No. 1 was drilled the gas 
rushed out with such immense force 
that the well was blown up. When ef- 
forts were being made to cap it the der- 
rick was struck by lightning, setting the 
well on fire. It burned for five months 
before it could be put out, consuming 
more than &,000,000,000 cubic feet of gas. 
Within an hour after it was capped it 
showed its original rock pressure of 585 


that the great loss of gas had not in the 
slightest affected the field. 

Mr. Rodgers has leases on two tracts 
of land adjoining the Noble wells, which 
will be developed as soon as he can get 
a franchise. Each 10 acres on these 
tracts, aggregating 410 acres, will pro- 
duce a well with a capacity of at least 
10,000,000 cubic feet of gas a day. The 
wells have not been bored, for the reason 
that the expense is between $2500 and 
$3000, and as there is no immediate 
market for the vast volume of gas that 
lies in this district it would be a useless 
investment of money to drill them now. 

Net a Biank Hole in Belt. 

In the tested gas district, which is 
three miles wide and 18 miles long, there 
has never been a blank hole bored. Nat- 
ural gas nas invariably been struck at a 
depth of about 1200‘feet. The district is 
‘generally regarded in Oklahoma as one 
of the largest gas-producing fields in 
the world. Tht sands are almost exact- 
ly the same as in the Pennsylvania dis- 
trict that has for 30 years been supply- 
ing natural gas to Warren, Oil City, 
Erie and other large manufacturing 
places. 

Mr. Braden, who is preparing to pipe 
gas to many Oklahoma cities, has been 
developing his wells more rapidly than 
other owners. He now nas about twen-| 
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ty-seven capped wells in the district, al 
large producers. 

Mr. Lawry, the field representative of 
Mr. Braden, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

“T.am in no ‘way interested in Mr. 
Rodgers’ project, but I could take a very 
little money and go into this gas dis- 
trict and in two weeks’ time obtain 
enough leases to supply St. Louis with 
natural gas for probably twenty-five 
years. I could have the wells bored and 
capped long before the pipe lines could 
be laid to St. Louis. I am thoroughly 
familiar with the Pennsylvania fields. 
heaving spent a great many years in the 
gas-producing districts there, but I am 
frank to say that . believe the Oklia- 
homa fields are superior to those in the 
East.”’ 
< Holds Leases for Rodgers. 

Mr. Moore, who is one of the wWkla- 
homa men representing Mr. Rodgers 
in procuring the leases, showed 4 Posi- 
Dispatch reporter the leases for the 
10,000 acres of land in this gas district. 
The leases are made in the names of 
different companies, for under the Gov- 
ernment regulations no single corpora- 
tion or individual is allowed to hold 
leases for more than 4800 acres ef lancs. 
Mr. Moore and others who aided him 
in procuring the leases have an arrange- 
ment with Mr. Rodgers by which he is 
to operate the wells for supplying St. 
Louls with gas. 

These leases are recorded at the 
county seats of Nowata, Washington 
and Rodgers counties, and none of them 
are in spute. As soon as the fran- 
chise is granted Mr. Rodgers proposes 
to set the drills to work to bore more 
wells so that he will have a supply of 
gas practically inexhaustible. 

hen the wells are opened the gas 
rushes out with such terrific force that 
the roar can be heard for several miles. 
In order to stand anywhere near the 
wells when they are shooting, it is nec- 
essary for one to stop the ears with 
soap or cotton or hold the fingers in 
them tightly. The vibration is such 
that it endangers the ear drums and 
might cause permanent deafness. 

Great Light From Buraing Well. 
When the Noble well No. 1 was burn- 
ing it lighted up the country for miles 
around, so that people could sit out- 
side of their homes at night and read 
without any other light. After the men 
who drilled it had becn at work for five 
months trying to cep it, a contract: was 
let to Mr. Lawry, who succeeded in put- 
ting out the fire and getting a cap on 
it in 70 days. When the well was opened 
today by Mr. Lawry, at the request of 
Mr. Moore and Capt. Laney, the very 
earth trembled for many yards around 
as the gas rushed out in a blue col- 
umn. 

Experienced gas men say that there 
is enough gas in the Hogshooter district 
to supply St. Louis, in addition to the 
Oklahoma towns that may draw from 
it, for perhaps 25 years. 

The gas is perfectly dry, free from 
oils, and is regarded as practically per- 
fect for both fuel and illuminating pur- 
poses. The towns of .,owata and Mus- 
kogee are now supplied from this dis- 
trict, but they require a very small out- 
put from a single well. 

The Barnsdale Project. 

The effort of T. M. Barnsdale and 
others to procure a natural gas fran- 
chise in St. Louis is regarded here as 
an effort to kill the natural gas proj- 
ect. It is said Barnsdale does not con- 
trol any property in the big Hogshoot- 
er natural gas district. If he has any 
gas lands elsewhere in Oklahoma it is 
not known here.

She told Miss Bagnell the roof of 
the African M. E. Church leaked so 
badly that all the congregation were 
similarly treated. 

Built New Church for Negroes. 

Miss Jane sail that would never do. 
The next day she went down to 8373 
North Broadway anc looked at. the 
church. She decided that it would be a 
waste to repair it and gave orders in- 
stead for a substantial stone church to 
be built. This was done and the house 
of worship was turned over to the con- 
gregation.

Stolen and Sold to Hearst. 


4 NEW YORK, Sept. 30. 
LETTER was received by the 
A New York World in relation to 
the correspondence recently giv- 
en out by W. R. Hearst, involving 
the names of Senator Foraker, for- 
mer Senator McLaurin of Mississippi, 
and ex-Congressman J. G Sibley. 
it 1s from John D. Archbold, vice- 
president of the Standard Oil Co., 
and is printed below: 
‘"To the Editor of the World. 

“In response to many inquiries as 
to the theft of letters from my files, 
the following may be made known: 

“Over three vears ago a report 
reached me that certain of my let- 
ters had been offered for sale to 
newspapers in this city, avowedly as 
stolen letters. Examination showed 
that some letters were missing, and 
that they could only have been taken 
by someone not only familiar with 

office details, but highly trusted. 
The party on whom suspicion fell 
stoutly denied al! guilt. 

“A little later, however, a man who 
represented himself as acting be- 
tween the thief and those to whom 
the letters had been sold, proposed 
to return some. of the letters for a 
consideration. His story was that 
the idea of the theft had been con- 
ceived by his brother, who had at 
one time been in the company’s em-

ploy, and that this brother had in- 
duced the employe already suspeeted 
to accomplish the theft. According to 
the go-between’s story, he had dis- 
posed of the letters, or some of 
them, to two men, who purchased 
them en belialf of Mr. Hearst’s news- 
paper, the Journal. 

“Not only had stolen letters been 
traded for; but the thief was induced 
to carry off one or more letter- 
copying books, many of whose pages 
he claims were photographed, oth- 
er pages being removed altogether. 
The books in question were, the g0- 
between said, returned after 48 hours. 
It is impossible to say how many 
were stolen and sold in this way. 

“The thieves worked at their lel- 
sure. It is not thought necessary to 
say more at present or to mentién 
names. Corroboration of the go-be- 
tween’s story of three years ago lay 
in his return of some of the corre- 
spondence at the time. The produc- 
tion of stolen letters by ‘Mr. Hearst 
is further corroboration now. Obvi- 
ously, among such a coterie, authen- 
ticity of their output is not to be 
lightly accepted. The opportunities 
for falsification, suppression of con- 
text, distortion of passages, are 
many.

Injunctions Requiring Bridges 
Cause Halt in East Side 
Work. 





MORE MONEY NEEDED

Three injunctions resulting in the en- 
forced building of three temporary 
bridges, and seven more possible in- 
junctions and temporary bridges have 
stopped work on the big drainage carta!

East St. Louis, and may cause the pro- 
ject to be abandoned. 

At a meeting of the drainage commis- 
sioners in East St. Louis Tuesday the 


discussion of obstacles already met and 
thosé in prospect, resuited in a dead- 
lock in the board of three commission- 
ers. Fred B. Harding's position was, 
“Let's Go Ahead.” Louis Soucy said, 
“I Won't.” Frank Payeur said, ‘‘We 
Can’t.”’ 

The board will meet again Saturday, 
and a decision may be reached either to 
abandon the project or to authorize an 
additional bond issue to complete the 
work. ‘ 

Suburban Demands a Bridge. 

The work is now stopped by an in- 
junction issued by Judge Moore in the 
St. Clair County Circuit Court, on the 
complaint of the East St. Louis & 
Suburban Railway, in which it is de- 
clared that the drainage commissioners 
must provide for at least a temporary 
bridge on the Belleville rock road so 
that street-car traffic will not be de- 
layed. After the canal crosses this road 
seven more railroads will be reached in 
rapid succession. It will cost approxi- 
mately $50,000 to build these temporary 
bridges. 

This would make the total cost much 
more than estimated, and many of the 
property owners in the drainage dis- 
trict do not take kindly to an additional 
bond issue.

HIGHER FREIGHT 


RATES INCREASE 
COST OF LIVIA 
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St. Louis Vitally Affected by 
Increased Schedule of Traf- 
fic From West. 








BUSINESS ALSO HURT 





War of New York Steamship 
Lines Is Giving Texas Job- 
bers an Advaftage. 


The recent advance in railroad freight 
rates is working great injury to the 
business of St. Louis and the South- 
west, according to testimony and argu- 
ment made before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, which is in daily 
session at the Jefferson Hotel to hear 
the complaints of St. Louis and Texas 
business men. 

The advance is in the territory be- 
tween Utah in the West and Pittsburg 
and Buffalo in the East. It is an ad- 
vance of 10 cents a hundred pounds 
on first-class freight, 8 cents on second 
and third class, and down to 4 cents on 
C, D and E class. The advance is upon 
interstate freight and not upon freight 
hauled from point to point within any 
of the States. 

The increased rate bears especially 
hard upon the people of St. Louis, be- 
cause the bulk of the onions, cabbage 
and other vegetables eaten in St. Louis 
comes from points in Texas and other 
Southern states, and upon all of this the 
increased freight rate applies. It 
amounts to a considerable increase in 
price to the people of St. Louts for all 
of this farm and garden produce which 
comes from Southwestern points. : 

The increase is hard upon the manu- 
facturers and jobbers of St. Louis, too, 
according to testimony already given be- 
fore the commission. It works out in 
this way: 

Lower Steamship Rates. | 

There are three competing steamship 
lines plying between the Atlantic sea- 
board ports and the gulf ports of Texas. 
These three lines are fighting for the 
traffic and, since the railroads raised 
the rates, they are cutting rates to get 
it. The result is that the New England 
boot and shoe manufacturers, brewers, 
dry goeds and hardware jobbers are 
shipping their products to Galveston by 
water and distributing them threughout 
the State from there. 

Owing to the general business depress- 
sion the Texas merchant cannot add 10 
per cent to the price of his boots and 
shoes and other commodities, which 
he would have to do iff he bought in 
St. Loufs, because he would have to add 
to his selling price the advance in 
freight rates from St. Louis. And so he 
is buying in larger and larger quantities 
from New England. St. Louis is suffer- 
ing so in consequence that the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange and other commercial 
bodies of this city have joined in the 


|complaint to the Interstate Commerce 


Commission. 

F. A. Leland, chairman of the South- 
western Traffic Committee, told the 
commission how the advance in rates 
was made. He said that last April he 
was summoned to Chicago by J. C. 
Stubbs, traffic director of the Harriman 
lines, and was ordered by him to ad- 
vance oe rates. 


Ordered to Raise Rates 

“Mr. Stubbs said to me that there had 
been a meeting of the traffic managers 
of all the roads and it had been agreed 
that there must be an advance in 
freight rates, and he instructed me to 
call a meeting of our committee and 
advance the rate 10 per cent on as many 
commodities as  possible,’’ testified 

Mr. Leland said he did not know why 
the rates were to be advanced. It was 
not a part of his business to know 
that. He was simply the chairman of 
a traffic committee made up of repre- 
sentatives of all the reads in the ter- 
ritory between Utah and Buffalo for 
the purpose of having uniformity in 
rates and for economy in printing the 
rates and issuing them frem one effice 
to shippers 

In com liance with the demand of Mr. 
Stubbs, he called the meeting for May 
56 in St. Louis and then the rate advance 
was made, te go into effect Aug. 10. An- 
other meeting was called and held in 
New York May 20 to confer with the 
steamship lines running to gulf ports 
in an athect to get them to raise their 
rates te cenform to the increased ralil- 
road rate. But there was too much 
competition between the steamship lines 
and they cut rates instead of raising 
them.

Court delivered the following opinion:

“Now, it is clearly manifest that the 
relation between these people are such 
that it Is useless for them to try to 
live together again. Yet I am exceed-

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SAFETY OF PASSENGERS. 

The question of the safety of passengers in 
the new pay-as-you-enter cars cannot lightly be 
dismissed by the management or by the city au- 
thorities. Of the three doors of the car, all 
narrow, two open inwards and one is opened 
with a lever which could easily become jammed 
or unworkable in an accident. The windows on 
both sides are barred with iron rods. 

Should a panic occur on a car containing from 
50 to 100 passengers one can imagine the re- 
sult. The narrow doors would probably be 
jammed at once and with all the windows 
barred, the exits would be closed. In case of 
firg or wreck the passengers could escape very 
slowly if at all. 

In taking extraordinary precautions to prevent 
anyone entering the cars except by way of the 
conductor’s collection box, the company violates 
every precaution and rule of safety in the event of 
wreck, fire o~ panic. It practically imprisons 
the passengers. 

The safety of passengers is the highest law 
of public carriers. If the Building Commission- 
er has not the power to compel proper construc- 
tion and regulation to insure the public safety, 
the Municipal Assembly has, The question of 
safety should be determined before a catastrophe 
forces its consideration. 

The delay in getting passengers into the cars 
when crowds are waiting is a small matter, com- 
pared with the imprisoning of passengers in 
case of wrecks, fires and panics. 
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Two men are on the way to the Penitentiary 
on account of election frauds. This is progress. 
But the convicted men are poor, friendless ras- 
cals, who plead guilty to avoid heavy penalties. 
What is needed is the exposure and conviction 


of men higher up.

‘ THE TERMINAL GRANT. 

In framing the bill granting the Terminal Rail- 
way the privilege of closing and using a 
number of streets in the Mill Creek Valley the 
Municipal Terminal Commission has _recog- 
nized the principle of compensation and the duty 
of the railway to provide a safe thoroughfare 
for street traffic through its property. The bill 
provides for the building of a subway on Comp- 
ton avenue at the expense of the railway. 

Granting the pressing need of additional yard 
space and tracks to handle the city’s traffic, two 
questions are to be settled—is one subway at 
Compton avenue sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of street travel and traffic, and is the build- 
ing of it a sufficient compensation for the grant; 
in short, to consolidate the questions, what 
should be required. of the railroads in exchange 
for the grant? 

All grade crossings in the Mill Creek Valley 
should be abolished regardless of new grants. 
Enough thoroughfares provided _ with bridges, 
viaducts or subways should opén to accommo- 
‘date the street traffic between the north and 
south. 

Ewing avenue is so dangerous ‘that it *should 
be closed, or the grade crossing abolished. The 
latter would be preferable, because it is the only 
open thoroughfare between Compton and Jeffer- 
son. The grade crossing on Theresa avenue 
should be abolished. 

The bill should be taken up from the stand- 
point of the city’s interest as a whole and care- 
fully considered by the Municipal Assembly. The 
business men in the Council, who know the traf- 
fic needs of the city and are charged with the 
safeguarding of the public interests, should take 
up the matter in a spirit of fairness to all. in- 
terests: and determine what should be done to 
protect the public interests.

BED TIME RULE 


NOT YETCHANGED 
T0 ‘GET LEGACY 


Greenblat Left Money to 
Synagogues and Conditional 
Bequest to Jewish Home. 








The trustees of the Orthodox Jewish 
Home for the Aged have not decided 
whether they will change the rule of 
“lights out at 9 p. m.,”" to comply with a 
condition precedent to a bequest of $1000 
under the will of the late Abraham 
Greenblatt of 1015 North Fifteenth street, 
a teacher of Hebrew. 

Mr. Greenblatt believed that any 
grown person should have the privilege 
of going to bed as early as he or she 
pleases or of sitting up as late as he 
or she desires, and he made the en- 
joyment of his legacy by the home con- 
ditional on the recognition of what he 
regarded as an inalienable right. 

Mr. Greenbiatt was about 71 years old 
and a student. It had been his custom 
to study until a late hour all his life. 
He insisted that everybody had the 
same right and that no home or any 
other institution ought te interfere 
with it. 

The home, which is located at East 
Grand and Blair avenues, is about one 
year old. It cares at the present time 
for about twenty-three old men and 
women. : 

Other Bequests. 

Mr. Greenblatt died early Monday and 
his will was opened Tuesday. Other 
tegacies besides that to the home were 
$150 to his three children and the re- 
mainder to various synagogues. It is 
said that his estate is worth about, 
$2500. 

Supt. Harris of the home said in re- 
gard to the bed-time rule: 

“Tt is true that the board of trustees 
adopted a rule requiring lights to he 
put out at 9 p. m., but the rule never 
has been observed. Generally, if there 
is no occasion for keeping lights in the 
hall going later than that hour we put 
them out at 9, but the old people in the 
home are given the privilege of sitting 
up as.late as they want to. During the 
summer, when the weather was very 
warm, they sat up even as late as 1 a.

TRAPPED WE 
SPURNED, ENDS 
LE WITH SHOT 


Pleads in Vain With Her Hus- 
band to Condone 
Misstep. 
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TRICK SAVES PARAMOUR 








Four Shots Were Fired at In- 
truder. Found in Delaware 
Man’s Home. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MILFORD, Del., Sept. 30.—Surprised 
in her room with another man by her 
husband, Mrs. Vermadella Cirwithien, a 
prominent woman of this place, shot 
and instantly killed herself when she 
was ordered to leave the house. Be- 
fore going she begged her husband not 
to drive her away. Pleading for the 
sake of their 7-year-old daughter, she 
asked that the past be condoned. 

As the husband, obdurate, steadily re- 
fused to listen, she put on her clothing 
and, picking up her hat, went down the 
stairs. Cirwithien hearc her open the 
door and step outside on the porch. 
Then came the sound of the shot and he 
hastened to the first floor. Less than 
eight feet outside the door he found her, 
prone on the porch, with a revolver in 
her right hand and a bullet hole under 
the heart. 

She was dead when a doctor reached 
her. It is probable that her act in de- 
laying the pursuit of her paramour by 
pleading for her own forgiveness saved 
the life ef the man who was with her. ’ 
When Cirwirthien entered the room he 
drew his revolver and fired four times 
at his wife’s companion. The man, who 
Cirwithien says is Fréd Windsor, son of 
a former well-known hotel man, fell, and 
the husband thought he had shot him.- 
After the excitement attending Mrs. Cir- 
wirthien’s death it was found the man 
had feigned death and had escaped in 
the confusion. 


Windsor Denies Guilt. 


Windsor denied that he was. the ob- 
ject of the husband’s anger. News of 
the suicide, and of the dramatic cir- 
cumstances preceding it have created 
the greatest astonishment here. Mrs. 
Cirwithien was highly respected. She 
was the daughter of Thomas McMichlel, 
a brick manufacturer, and was consid- 
ered one of the most beautiful women 
on the peninsula. 

When she married William Cirwith- 
ien, eight years ago, hundreds of per- 
sons from the 110st prominent families 
in Delaware attended the wedding. 
Since then the Cirwithiens have been 
regarded as a model pair, and their 
married life, so far as was known, was 
thoroughly exemplary and happy. The 
tragedy was the first intimation which 
even the closest friends of the pair had 
of wrong doing. 

Feigned Long Trip. 

Cirwithien’ was to have left home yes- 
terday to be gone seven days. Before 
leaving he kissed his wife and little 
girl and said he was’going to George- 
town. He bought his ticket and boarded 
a train, but when outside of Milford, 
leaped to the ground and, waiting until 





dark, returned to the neighborhood of 
his house. 

Finding a place of scialinnaaibiinii from 
which he could watch the dwelling, he 
waited. Late in the evening, he saw a 
man enter the house. The shade of two 
large trees prevented him from ascer- 
taining his identity, and he waited, in 
the hope that he might prove to be a 
member of his wife’s family, who would 
later leave. Cirwithien waited until 
midnight. Before that time the last 
light in the house was put out. Then, 


ly to the front door and let himself in 
with a night key. He made his way, 
upstairs. Outside his wife’s bedroom 
door he heard the low sound of voices. 
Then he opened the door and stepping 
inside, turned on the light. As he did 
so the man, who Cirwithien says, was 
Windsor, ran out of the door. The hus- 
band pursued, firing four shots at him. 
On the lawn the man fell and Cir- 
withien, believing him dead, turned his 
attentions to his wife. The man then: 
fled. 


DAVIS MUST STAND TRIAL

Judge Holds Him to -District Court 
Five Minutes After Lawyers 
Argue.

OMAHA, Neb., Sépt. 30.—Five minutes 
after the lawyers had completed their 
arguments at the preliminary hearing of 
Charles E. Davis, the prisoner was 
bound over for trial in the District Court 
on the charge ef the murder of Dr. 
Frederick T. Rustin on Sept. 2. Bond 
was fixed at §5000, which was furnished 
by his brothers. 

Mrs. Abbie Rice, who has been de- 
tained in the matron’s department at 
the police station since the shooting, it 
is understood, will be released in a 
nominal bond for her appearance as 
witness before the District Court. It 
was said, also, that her father will take 
her back to Des Motnes, where she will 
remain until the trial is called. 

Attorney Gurley, for the prisoner, ar- 
gued that an alibi had been established, 
and that the preponderance of evidence 
pointed to the chief witness against 
Davis, Mrs. Abbie Rice, as the slayer. 

County Attorney English closed for 
the State. He ridiculed the attempted 
alibi and said the evidence proved that. 
Mrs. Rice had nothing to do with the 
final plot that resulted in the physician's 
death. 

Davis, who is a wreck from the use 
of drugs, will be guarded by bié broth- 
ers until his trial.
